With ■ Tieir to rMeiving the ftdvict and consent of the S«n«t6 to 
ratificAtioD, I transmit herewith a certified copr of the convention on 
tha prerention and puntshment of the crime' of genocide, adopted 
unammoiuiy br tha General Aaaembly of the United Nations in Paris 
on December 9, 1948, and signed on behalf of tb« United States on 
December 11. 1948. 

Tha character of the convention is explained in the enclosed report 
of tha Acting Sacretary of Slat*. I enaona the recommendations of 
tha Aetinff Saeretary of State in hb report and up^* that the Senata 
advua vad consent to my ratification of this convention. 

In my letter of February 5, 1947, transmittiog to tha Congma my 
first annual report oo the activities of the United Nations and tha. 
participation of the United Stataa- therein, I pointed out that one of

The millions of dollsrs spent by the 
United States alone on rafugees, maoy of them ▼ictima of genocido, 
and the special immigration laws designed to Uke care of such un- 
fortunates illustrate hovr <;enoride can deeply affect other states. On 
September 23, 1948, Secretary of State Manhall stated that— 

Gorsmawnta which By$t«msticBll7 disngaid th« rights of tbair own peopb 
srs not likely to mpect the rights of other nstions snd other peopte snd 
tikelj to seek their objectives by coercion sod force in the intcrostionsl Seld. 

It is not surprising, therefore, to find the General Assembly of the 
United Nations unanimously declaring that genocide is a matter of 
international concern. ... . . . . - . . 

Thus* the heart of the convention is its recognition of toe principle 
that the ptw^tioo and punishment of gf nocide^re^ujm mtema^ 
cooperation: 'BoweVer,' the eouTenboa does not substitut* mter^ 
national responsibility for sUte responsibility. It leaves to states 
themselves the basic obligation to protect entire human groups u 
their ririit to live. On the other hand it is designed to insure mtor- 
nationalUability where sUte responsibility has not been property 

^Thfconvention was carefully drafted and. indeed, represents the 
culmination of more than 2 years of thoughtful rcnsideration and 
treatment in the United Nations, as the following important steps in 
it* formulatioa demonstrate: , . . 

The initial impetus came on November 2, 1946, when the delegation* 
of Cuba. India, and Panama requested the Secretary^eneral of tha 
United Nations to include in the agenda of the Genrrsl Assembly an 
additional item: the prevention and punishment of the crime of 
genocide. The Assembly referred the item to iu Sixth (Lqpal) 
Committee for study. . 

At iU fifty-fifth plenary meeting on December 11, 1946, Uia 
Assembly adopted, without debate and unanimously, a draft resolu- 
tion submitted bv its Legal Committee. This resolution, referred to 
above, affirmed that "genocide is a crime under international law." 
It recommended international cooperation with a view to facilitating 
the prevention and punishment of genocide, and. to this end, it 
requested the Economic and Social Council of the United Nations to 
undertake the necessary studies to draw up a draft convention on the 
crime. 

Pursuant to this resolution a draft convention on genocide was 
prepared by the ad hoc Committee on Genecida in the spring of 1948, 
under the chairmanship of the United States representative on this 
oMunittee. This draft was again discussed by the Economic and 
Social Council in July and August 1948 in Geneva, and then in the 
Lenal Committee of the General Assembly at its third regular session 
inraris, where again the United Sutes delegation played an imporUnt 
role in the formulation of the draft convention. 

On December 9. 1948, the General Assembly unanimously adopted 
tha coovention to outlaw genocide, which was signed by the Uititad 
Sutes 2 days later. When signing, the United Sutes represenUttra 
said, in part: 

I ua privilcctd to siga this cooveatioa oa twbair of my Govcmiacot, which hss 
\ma proud to take sn Mtive part ia the effort of the Uaitcd Nsiioos to bring this 
soavwtUwiMte beiof. 
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Tb* GoTcmment of the United St*t«t considers thi» m event of grekt Ion 
portMce in the development of iniernftUonftl law «nd rooper*tion Among ctAtM 
tor the purpoM of eiimiMtins pnctircs offenaive to All civiltted mkiikind. 

Genocide is a crime wfaicb h&s been p«r|)eirftted by men against 
man tbroughout history. Although mrr. has always expressed bis 
horror of tnis heinous crime, little or no action had been taken to 

f recent and punish it. The years immediately preceding World War 
I witnessed the most diabolically planned and executed series of 
genocidal acts ever before committed. This time there was to be 
more than inere condemnation. A feeling of general repulsion swept 
orer the world, and following the war manifested itself in the General 
Assemblv's resolution of December 1946. It is this resoIutioD to 
which tne Legal Committee gare full content by providing the 
General Assembly with a legal instrument designed not omjr to 
prevent genocidal acts but also to punish the guilty. 

The genocide convention contains 19 articles. Of these, the first 
9 are of a substantive character, and the remaining 10 are procedural 
in nature. 

The preamble is of a general and historical nature. 
Article I carries into the convention the concept, unanimously 
affirmed by the General Assembly in ite 1946 resolution, that genocitM. 
ia a crime under international law. In this article the parties undcc^ 
take to prevent and to punish the crime. . 

Article II specifies that any of the foltowing five acts, if accompanied 
by the intent to destroy, in whole or in part, a nationali atnntcal, 
racial, or religious group, constitutes the crime of genoeide: " 
(a) ffiQing members of the group; • • ■——•=»- 

Causing serious bodily or mental barm to meraben of tho 
group: 

(() Deliberately inflicting on the group conditions of Ufa 
calculated to bring about ii3 physical deatruetira in wlude or in 
part; 

(d) Imposing measures intended to prevent birtha within the 
group; and 

(<) ForeiUy transferring children of the group to another 
group. 

This article, then, retiuires that there should be a specific intent to_ 
destroy a racial, religious, national, or ethnical group as audi in wbola* 
or in part, ^ith respect to this artide the lilted States represent^ 
•tire OD*tlie Legal Committee said: 

I am not aware that anyone eontendi that the erime of (enocide and the crime 
of homicide an one »nd the aame thing. If an individual ie murdeicd by another 
individual, or indeed br a lovemmcnt oilidal of a state, a crime of homicide baa 
been eemmitted and a civilized eommunity will pusitb it as aueb. Such aa act 
of hemieida would not in itaelf be an international crime. To repeat the opening 
language of the iceolution of the General AatcmUjr of December 1049^ "gmotMrn 
is a denial of the right of exietenoe of eatin bvnaa groups." This remains the 
pilBcipla OD which we are proceeding. 

However, if as individual it murdered by aaother individual, or by a aroup^ 
wba^ar eompcsed of private eitiaena or (ovemmest officials, as part of a plaa 
«r with the lalaal to destroy one of the groups efiumctated in article 2, .the inter* 
oattoaal legal ariaae of gSMcida ia oommiiied aa well aa the muaicipai-law.crima 
«f homlcids. 

The destruction of a group may be caused not onlv by killing. 
Bodily mutilation or diaintq^tion of the mind caused by the im- 
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poution of stupefying: drugs in*y desuroy a group. So may ateriliz*- 
tion of * group, tu may the dispersui of its children. 

Article in of the convention speciliea that five acta UToIvuig 
genocide shall be punishable. These five genocidal acta are— 

(o) The crime of genocide, ilsely. 

lb) Conspiracy to commit genocide; 

(c) Direct and public incitement JEb commit genocide; 

(d) Attempt'lo.commitgenpcide;"»nd " * 

(e) Complicityin genocide: 

The parties agree, id article IV;*to punish guJty persons, irrespeeUTO 

of their sUtus. ... . „• j -.i. 

In article V the parties undertake to enact, "m accordance with 
their respective constitutions", the legislation necessary to implement 
the provisions of the convention. The convention does not purport to 
require any party to enact such legblation otherwise than in aceordaneo 
with the country's constitutional provaioos. , 

Article VI makes it clear that any person charged with tha Mmmis. 
aion of any of the five genociUal acts enumerated in article lU shafl 
be tried by 4 court of Uie slate in whose tcrntoiy the act was com- 
mitted, or by such international penal tnbun^ as may have iuna- 
diction with respect to those sUtcsacceptuig such iunadicUon. TTiM. 
the commission in American terntory of genocidal acta would be trwd 
iJly in American courts. No inU«rn»tion^ tribunal a au^^^ 
try anyono for the crime of genocide.' should such a tnbm»al b» 
^bli^ed. Senate advice an^ consent to United States ratificatiMi 
of any agreement establishing it woijld be necessiry before wet an 
agreement would be binding on the United States. 

By article VII the parties agi-ee to,c.xtradite. in ^acoordanco wiUi 
their lairs and treaties, persons arcuscd of conimittnigsenoodal acts, 
none of such acU is to be considered a poliUral crime for Uic purpose 
of extradition. The United States represenutive on the Legal Com- 
initteft, is roling in favor of the convention on December 2, IMS, 
said:

"Exiting United States law provides for extradition otAj when there ,

Article VTII recognizes the right of any party to call upon the 
orsaos of tho United Nations for such action as tnny be appropriate 
uiuier the Charter for the prevention and suppression of any of the 
acts enumerated in article III.

The Contrwjting Parttei, . . . „ . 

Having considered the declaratioa m«d« by the Gen«r»l 
Assembly of the United Nations in iu resolution 96 (T) dated 
11 December 1946 that i^cnocide is a crime uiuler international 
law, contrary to the soint and ainos of the United Natioos and 
condemned oy the civilized world; 

Recognizing that at all periods of history genocide has inflicted 
great losses on humanity; and 

Being convinced that, in order to liberate mankind from such 
an odious scourge, international co-operation is required.
